W ashington, Feb. 4.—Responding to 
a resolution of inquiry the secretary of 
war sent to the senate General Otis’ 
report 
on the health conditions at 
Manila. 
The report was dated Thurs­ 
day and of course was made by cable. 
It follows: 
“Deaths among troops iii Philippines 
since arrival to Feb. I, seven months, 
220, of winch 41 were due to wounds 
and accidents. 
Of the remaining 179, 
65 died of typhoid, 43 of smallpox, 22 
of dysentery, 8 of malarial lever. 
The 
remaining deaths were due to many 
various diseases. 
Smallpox causes ap­ 
prehension. 
Hie entire command has 
beeu vaccinated several times. 
Twelve 
physicians have beeu engaged for sev­ 
eral weeks vaccinating natives. 
The 
more sickly season is during the hor 
months, Marco, 
April, 
May, when 
fevers, smallpox aud dysentery are more 
prevail-lit. 
Aine percent of the com­ 
mand are now reported sick; great ma­ 
jority of the cases are slight ailments.”

Resolutions recommending a uniform 
bounty law for the extermination of 
predatory animals in all of the western 
states and territories formed the sn Ii 
ject for discussion at tile opening cf the 
convention of the National L ivestock 
association at Denver the other day. An 
interesting feature of the discussion 
was an exhibit of wolves, the chief of­ 
fenders against cattlemen The display 
included tanned skins, mounted ani­ 
mals and live wolves in their savage 
state and only a few days in captivity 
Tho discussion was opened by A. J. 
Bothwell of Wyoming. 
Mr. Bothwell 
stated that Wyoming bad been practi 
cady free from wolves until the begin 
ning of the last decade, when they b< 
gan to appear in the northern portio 
of the range country, and now cow 
eastern Montana, the Dakotas, all v 
eastern W yoming and are beginning ti 
appear on the ranges of northern Colo 
rado. In central Wyoming these wolves 
kill from IO to 20 per cent of the an­ 
nual increase of the herd. In France $20 
is paid for each wolf killed. 
Russia 
pays $7.50 per head, and yet the annual 
damage to stock in Russia from wolves 
is from $3,500,000 to $7,250,000. 
Mr. Bothwell recommended legisla­ 
tion with the following features: First, 
permanency of the wolf bounty laws; 
second, a bounty large enough to war­ 
rant men in following wolf killing for 
a business; third, a uniform law in all 
of the states infested by the animals. —

Resolutions recommending a uniform I 
bounty law for the extermination cfi 
predatory animals in all of tim western 1 
states and territories formed the soli I 
ject for discussion at the opening cf the \ 
convention of the National Live Stock 
association at Denver the other day. An 
interesting feature of the discussion 
was an exhibit of wolves, the chief of­ 
fenders against cattlemen The display 
included tanned skins, mounted ani­ 
mals and live wolves in their savage 
state and only a few days in captivity 
Tho discussion was opened by A. .J. 
Bothwell of Wyoming. 
Mr. Bothwell 
stated that Wyoming had been practi 
cally free from wolves until the begin 
ning of the last decade, when they bi 
gun to appear in the northern portio 
of the range country, and now coy* 
eastern Montana, the Dakotas, all * 
eastern Wyoming and are beginning ti 
appear on the ranges of northern Colo 
rado. In central Wyoming these wolves 
kill from IO to 20 per cent of the an­ 
nual increase of the herd. In France #20 
is paid for each wolf killed. 
Russia 
pays #7.50 per head, and yet the annual 
damage to stock in Russia from wolves 
is from #3,500,000 to #7.250,000. 
Mr. Bothwell recommended legisla­ 
tion with the following features: First, 
permanency of the wolf bounty laws; 
second, a bounty large enough to war­ 
rant men in following wolf killing for 
a business; third, a uniform law in all 
of the states infested by the animals. — 
Chicago Post.

Indeed, we had all been dis­ 
tinctly disappointed in tho r> -nits of 
our tire. 
Our projectiles seemed to go 
too high or too low -—just as had beni 
the case with those tired at us by the 
Spaniards. 
Several times the commo 
dotv hail expressed dis.-atisfaetion with 
tin* failure of m r gunnels to lilt the 
enemy. W e had begun the tiring at ten 
great a distance, but we bad gradually 
worked iii farther on each of tie* turns 
until w e were w ithin about 2.add y rds 
at the close of the fifth round. 
At that

The parable contained iii this passage 
is called “ The Laborers In the Vine­ 
yard .’’ It refers to laborers rather than 
to idlers, because the idlers became la­ 
borers the moment they had the oppor­ 
tunity. 
The parable is difficult of ex­ 
planation. both because it is unnatural 
and because it seems to contain an in ­ 
justice. 
Rightly understood, it, how­ 
ever, has no injustice. 
I. This parable contains a lesson for 
workers. The story is unique. A house­ 
holder employs laborers at different 
hours of the day, and when the day’s 
work is done he pays a1) the same 
wages. 
The first coiners complain, but 
he silences them bv telling them that 
he has paid them all that he promised 
to pay them aud that he had a right to 
do w hat he pleased w ith his own. W ith­ 
out going into details the point of the 
parable lies in this fact, the first labor­ 
ers bad been hired for pay, they bad 
made a contract to work so long a tim* 
for so much wages, aud they received 
these wages. 
The later laborers were 
told to go to work, and what was right 
they would be paid. They did so, tru st­

N a t i o n a l I , i v e S t o o l * A s s o c i a t i o n D i s ­ 
c u s s e s W o l f E x t e r m i n a t i o n . 
Resolutions recommending a uniform 
bounty law for the extermination of 
predatory animals in all of the western 
states and territories formed the sub­ 
ject for discussion at the openingcf the 
convention of the National Livestock 
association at Denver theotherday. An 
interesting feature of the discussion 
was an exhibit of wolves, the chief of­ 
fenders against cattlemen Tho display 
included tanned skins, mounted ani 
mala and live wolves in their savage 
state and only a few days in captivity 
The discussion was opened by A. J. 
Bothwell of Wyoming. 
Mr. Bothvvell 
stated th at W yoming bad been practi 
cully free from wolves until the begin 
ning of the last decade, when they b< 
gun to appear in the northern portio 
of the range country, and now cov» 
eastern Montana, the Dakotas, all t 
eastern W yoming and are beginning ti 
appear on the ranges of northern Colo 
rado. In central W yoming these wolves 
kill from IO to 20 per cent of the an­ 
nual increase of the herd. In France #20 
is paid for each wolf killed. 
Russia 
pays #7.50 per head, and yet the annual 
damage to stock in Russia from wolves 
is from #8,500,000 to #7.250,000. 
Mr. Bothwell recommended legisla­ 
tion with the following features: First, 
permanency of the wolf bounty laws; 
second, a bounty large enough to w ar­ 
rant men in following wolf killing for 
a business; third, a uniform law in all 
of the states infested by the anim als.— 
Chicago Post.

The parable contained in this passage 
is called “ The Laborers In the Vine­ 
yard .’’ It refers to laborers rather than 
to idlers, because the idlers became la­ 
borers the moment they had the oppor­ 
tunity. 
The parable in difficult of ex­ 
planation. both because it is unnatural 
and because it seems to contain an in ­ 
justice. 
Rightly understood, it, how- 
| ever, has no injustice. 
I. This parable contains a lesson for 
workers. The story is unique. A house­ 
holder employs laborers at different 
hours of the day, and when the day’s 
work is done he pays all the same 
wages. 
The first coiners complain, but 
he silences them bv telling them that 
he has paid them all that he promised 
to pay them aud that he had a right to 
do what be pleased with his own. W ith­ 
out going into details the point of the 
parable lies in th in fact, the first labor­ 
ers had been hired for pay, they had 
made a contract to work so long a tim* 
for so much wages, aud they received 
these wages. 
The later laborers were 
told to go to work, and what was right 
they woald bo paid. They did so, trust
